article of impeacbment. He did not stand here
for the purpose of excusing, much less of ap.
plauding, any part of the conduct of thair
eminent Ohlef agietrate while he was tra-
versing the country lastantumn, nor at any time
since hie difference with Uongress ocourred,
Mut he dld stand here to vindicste the fres poli-
tieal imstiiutions of the government ngainst the
rudeness of all such nssanits. He was not given
to fenr without cnuse, but his age wos such hat he
must be permitted to listen rather (o the counssls
of reason than to tho:o of passion, and it woald
be wise in this House and the Sepate to proceed in
thoss great matters with some degree of cantion.
He had been o purtisan long enongh to know that
extreme meneuros did not always promote the in-
filpence of & party. If they should now prefer ar-
ticles of impeachment against the President, and
should at the same time have pendiog & measars to
esiablish governments in the southern States by
giving the electys franchise wo the freedmen, what
wonld their peopleat home think of such rank
and rudienl monsores! They had not yet bad their
vote on that subject. 1f Congreses be not content
with exerclsing Its counstitational powers, and

at home! Will not thizs matter react! Will not
tha President bys.an-bye beget sympuathy with
them, and will not snch mensores do far more 1o-
wards throwing tbe greal Union party out of
Snw-r the next election than anything they will

ongainst! I throw ont these suggestions for the
consideration of my friends.

In comtinustiop of his remarke, Mr, Spalding
sald that the =amie attompt to coerce the action of
Republican membersof Congress applied to other
subjects, including those ot the tariff, of interaal
revenue and of the curremcy. No man was ac-
knowledged to be & radicnl anless he was in favor
of putting such a tariit on cotton goods as would
amount to their exclusion, nud in favor of allow-
ing & circulntion of papsr money without limita.
tion. That he nunderstood 10 be radicalism in the
Siate of Pennsylvanin. While he advoeated a
reasorable tarifl to protect American industry, he
was not preperad 10 denounce every officer of the
government who thought that o portion of the ra.
wenue should bo derived from duty on imports.
While he wounld disapprove the curtailmeut of
the currency so os to eifect injuriously the legiti-
mate busipess of the country, ha wis with the
Secretary of the Treasury, when he sald that we
should graduoally feel our way Lo specie payments,

Mr. KELLEY (nguired whether an assurance
that the country resume specie paymsent within
two years was » proposition to do it gradually.

Mr, SPALDING—It occurs to me that It wounld
be a proposition to do it within two years
(I.nu:Eter ) Ifthatis not gradudl enongh for the
gentleman, why, of course, it Is not gradaal,
(Langhter.) I do not profees to belleve that spacie
payment can be brought about in two yedars, I
only claim thatan officer of the government, whom
1 believe to be endeavoring to discharge falthtully
his duty, us the principal financier of the govera-
ment, should not be subjsct to the war.-bucket and
brush whenever he recommends any polley 1o this
House. Thatis all. 1 do believe, barring his po-
litical opinions in refersuce to reconstruction, that
the presen' head of the Treasury Department, in
connection with Alex. Hamilton and Silmon P
Chase, will read in history as the great finnncial
officer of Americn. 1 was ready to say that he was
the proper mun for the piace when Mr. Lincoln
appointed bim to it. I belleved he was appointivg
nota politicinn, but & business man to a business
position, and my experience with his administra.
tion of the revenue since 'hat time has served (o
confirm my judgment in that particalar, Ido not
agres with the Secreinry of the N wvy in his views
of reconstruction, or wilh the Sscreinry of the
Treasury, or with any of the Cabinst; but s«tung
that aside, I say that 21l those cfficers dischuarged
their duty with high integrity, and instedd of their
being censured by the House of Repressntutives,
they ought to be commended.

Mr. STEVENS sald, in reply, that when doc-
wines were ndvapced in the Housa they became
publio property, and were to be dealt with by each
member according 1o his sense of their soundness
or unsoundness: and &0 in commenting on the
gentleman's (Mr. Spniding's) yiews, he had dons
50 with no purpose of offence.

Mir, MAYNARD—Tuat is doing & great deal
more for them thau s done in & large portion of the
United States, beonnse they are not even liftad to
the sam# level as rebels. 1 believe that in the gen-
tleman's own State, if & rebel trom my country
comes there the doors of political teliowship hre
thrown open to him.
